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THE UNREST IN MOROCCO. 


The telegrams from Tangier to-day show 
that the situation in Morotco is as acute as ever, 
In an article entitled “Anarchy in Morocco, ’ 
published by the “Echo de Paris,” M. André 
Mévil says the danger is that the Europeans 
will lose patience; Consequently it may be 
necessary to find a means of applying the 
decisions arrived at by the Conference at 
Algeciras, That course Would introduce some 
order into a situation which, if allowed to 
continue as at present, would become imextric 
able in some months, Franee has caused re- 
presentations to be made to the Sultan at 
Fez within the past few days, bat he has 
thus far declined to give satisfaction. M. Mévil 
adds :—‘T am informed that those demands 
have been drawn up in very threatening 
terii#! Finally, we are said to be determined 


‘| to wait no longer, but to act if we do not 


receive complete satisfaction. The despatch 
from our correspondent at Tangier to the effect 
that the Sultan has decided to send a mission 
to Tafilet to pacify the population would seem 
to shov that our resolute attitude has already 
produced its effect. But it is to be hoped that 


Lit will not prove to be too late.” 


In the course of a general survey of the 
international situation, in the, “R publique 
Frangaise,” M. Maurice Ordinaire says that 
the Moroccan question is recognized as the 
most urgent and anxious problem of the 
moment. It is, he adds, the duty of France 
herself to show more zeal for the in ional 
reforms upon which Europe has decade shan 
any other nation. Whatever may be thought 
of the likelihood of the success of those reforms, 
France ought to desire to see applied, 
because the sooner that is done the will 
her legitimate claims,which have been checked, 
be (justified. It is there that the French 
Government should show the greatest vigilance. 
Morocco is not only one of the pieces in the 
great international game that is now being 
played between the two groups into which 
Europe is divided. It is of still more pressing 
interest as by their choice, through imprudence 
or design, of that Mussulman territory as the 
field for their intrigues the Powers have 
contributed to develop the socalled Pan- 
Islamic agitation, which extends to the whole 
Mediterranean coast, and which inspires Lord 
Cromer in Egypt with the same preoccupations 
as those which trouble M. Jonnart in Algeria. 
That agitation furnishes, in M. Ordinaire's 
Opinion, confused and obscure yet. obvious 
signs of a spirit of independence, the signa! for 
which has been given by Asia, and which 
Europe cannot afford to ignore. 

The “Dépéche Coloniale,” however, which 


Algero-Morrocan frontier since the publication 
of its somewhat alarmist article of the 22nd 
ulto., says that the expected conflict in Southern 
Oran could only become serious through 
a want of foresight on the part of the French 
military authorities. But, it adds, there is 
no such lack of foresight. Indeed, @ ‘con. 
tinual gui vive has familiarized the French 
troops in the advanced posts with difficult 
situations The anti-French agitation in Tafilet 
and incitements to an attack upon the French 
yarrisons, attributable to agents in personal 
relations with Fez and the Maghzen, are 
established facts and serious ones, deserving 
consideration and necessitating defensive mea- 
sures, But, -at the same time, the French 
people must not lose their composure because 
a holy war is preached by some ridiculous 
marabouts who would fly into the bush at the 
first rifle shot. What is necessary is to be 
exactly informed as to the preparations of the 
inhabitants of Tafilet and tribes in 
contact with the Algerian and to 
be ready to repel an aggression en masse, 
Police operations of the kind likely to be re- 
quired, though on a slightly larger scale than 
usual, do not, in the opinion of the “Dépéche 
Coloniale,” call for so much newspaper discus- 
sion, which is calculated to alarm public 
vpinion although ifttended to reassure it. 
Unless some unexpected event should ‘occur 
before the close of Ramadan, the “Dépéche 
Coloniale” anticipates that the tribes, excited 
in favour of a holy war by fasting and prayer, 
are likely to calm down suddenly’on finding 
that the French outposts are awaiting their 
onset with fhe equanimity inspited by a supply 
of ammunition for their mitrailleuses and a 
reserve of powder and ball, “Whatever may 
happen, it will not be serious, are 
not setting out for the conquest of Morocco, 
Algeria is simply preparing to eject a hostile 
mob who propose to install themselves in her 
ante-chamber,”

Herr J. Leipoldt on his “Schenote von 
Atripe und die Entetehong des National. 
/E cypti@hen Christentums”’ has written a 
fricly lete account of the fanatic and 
bellicose Archimandrite of the famous White 
Monastery near Akbmin. ‘The literary sources 
for the biography of the Coptic ecclesiastic of 
the-fifth century are copious, and Herr Leipoldt 
has made good use of those in Paris, London 
and Berlin, but there are many others in 
Paris and Naples with which he doe: not 
appear to be familiar. Scheaute who was boyn 
in 334 and died in 451, was learned for his 
time, knowing Greek well aud quoting the 
classics, bat he waa truly Coptic in spirit. Philo- 
sophy, metaphysics, and science he despised, 
All who did not agree with the views of the 
Christian religion held as correct by previous 
Coptic theologians were to him heretics and fit 
only for the Evil One. . 

His value lay chiefly in the strict discipline 
to which he subjected monks and nans onder 
his control, in which, however, he was carryirg 
out roles laid down by bis predecessor Pako- 
mios. He also made the White Monastery a 
refage for the Copts, who at his era were in 
great poverty and misery owing to freqaent 
incursions of barbarians. His energy however 
found chief vent in derunciation of paganism, 
that is, thecld Egyptian religion, whoze temples 
and movoments he destroyed and burnt. His 
inflaence was confined chiefly to Upper Egypt 
and certeinly tended to improve the very lex 

mornla of the Coptic Christians of that region.

IMPORTATION OF CATTLE: 


The French Chargé d’Affaires at Cairo has 
addressed the following communication to his 
Government on the subject of the importation 
of Servian cattle into Egypt :— 

“The Servian Government are engaged in 
poorparlers with Egypt with tho object. of 
opening new markets in this conntry. M. 
Popovitch was sent on a mission to Egypt 
to discuss this qnestion, and his efforts have 
so far been frnitfal. Indeed, the arrival of 
ten loada of Sarvian cattle at Alexandria is 
announced, and it is said this will be followed 
immediately by many others, 

“This news is welcomed on every hand, for 
it is hoped that these arrivals will lower 
the price of meat, which is relatively dear, 
and which gives rise to great.and freqoent 
complaints. 

“It will be of some interest to our French 
cattle breedérs to’ leara the position which 
they might ocoupy in Egypt, for out of a 
total of L.E. 579,706 of animals and alimen- 
tary products of animals imported during the 
last seven months (of which Tarkey olaims 
L.E. 403,088), France only oscnpies third 
place with LE. 20,186, leaving England and 
Italy far ahead ; and, again, in these import 
figates French beasts only take the lowest 
place, as, for instance, in 1905, ont of a sum 
of LE. 33,575 they ‘only accounted for L.E, 
1,863, 

“Seeing that Servian cattle ‘can find a 
market in Egypt, while they have to face 
the same diffisulties of transport, there is no 
doubt that oar products, the qnality of which 
is infinitely superior, could tske first place.” 


The Nationalist Press is already beginning 
to gromble because the subscriptions for the 
National University scheme are coming in 80 
slowly. One vernacular contemporary, in 
daspair at the leck of generosity, advocates a 
State lottery as a forlorn hope for obtaining 
funds. Bat it is foolish for the Arabio Press to 
complain, and all their exhortations are bound 
to be fraitless, as they are founded on utterly 
false premises, The Oriental has no idea of 
what public spirit means in the Boropean 
sense of the word, and he is qaite anable to 
combine except in religion. The natives are 80 
destitate of the firat principles of intelligent 
combination that, despite’ their enormous 
wealth and i:creasing intelligence, they have 
been anable to ran any limited company with 
success. In' fact the only two native companies, 
the Tewfikieh Nile Navigation Company and 
the Fayoom Light Railway Company, were 
dismal failures. 

This lack of co-operation is specially notice- 
able in the case of the Nationalist movement, | 
where, in spite of torrents of talk, there has 
as yet beon no sign of any attempt to organi-e 
a Party, and it remains a simple stalking 
horse for selfadvertising journalists. Even. 
their berevolent societies are not self-sapport- 
ing, although the native is rolling in wealth, 
and the Orwa:el-Woska is glad to receive an 
annual grant trom the Alexandria Municipality. 
Where there is so much talk in the vernacular 
Press of the capacity of Egyptians to govern 
themselves and of their ability to stand alone 
politically, it is astonishing to find that they 
show no desire to found a native bank or 
financial companies, buat on the contrary are 
quite content to leave all these things in the 
hands of Buropeans. 

So with the National University scheme. 
The idea has caught on with great enthusiasm, 
bat there is no general desire on the part of 
the wealthy classes to contribute, and some of 
the leading native newspapers, in order to 
extort money for the scheme, had to resort 
to the discreditable trick ot making false 
statements as to individuals coming forward 
with contributions, in the hope that they 
would be too shamefaced to draw back after 
seeing thri¢ names in print. , 

Now these same newspapers are grumbling 
at thsir compatriots’ parsimony, and we think 
our contemporaries very anreasonable in so 
doing. The Egyptian’s sense of co-operation 
is as yot totally undeveloped, both socially 
and po.itically, and it will reqaire years and 
years of evolution before they can entertain 
any glimmerings of cohesion and combination. 
This is the real reason why the subscriptions 
do not rollia. It is quite a mistake to think 


GREEKS & THB ROUMANIAN LINE. 


An instructive example of the pit-falls 
which beset the journalist in such 8 cosmo- 
politan country as Ezypt, is afforded by the 
campaign which has been of late waged by 
Mr. Benachi, president of the Hellenic com- 
munity of Alexandria, against the Greek daily 
local newspaper ‘‘Telegraphos.” A chort time 
ago & paragraph sppeared in that paper deal- 
ing with the excellence of the new setvice of 
steamers of the Roumanian Line, which have 
began ‘to ron between Alexardria, Athenr, 
Constantinople, and Conatanz,.Now it is the 
duty of a journalist in Bgypt to always bear in 
mind that the great international dispates in 
Enrope and elsewhere always have a re- 
echo in this country, and therefore, as 
one phase of the Macedonian troubles has 
been Roamania’s hosti‘ity to the Greeks, it 
was considered high treason for a Greek news- 
_psper- ine Alexandria to advertise the new 
Roomanian line. Consequently the President 
of the Hellenic community of Alexandria felt 
that it was incumbent on him to take up the 
cudgels, and therefore pressnre waa brought 
to bear on the subsoribers of the ‘'Telegraphos’ 
to indace them to desist from any further 
support of that paper.

EGYPTIAN “NATIONALISM.” 


HIGHER EDUCATION IN EGYPT. 
In referring to the scheme for establishing a 
National University, the “Globe” says :— 
The promoters of the movement for estab- 
lishing a brand new and improved University 
in Egypt cannot be congratalated on the oppor- 
taneness of their project. In view of recent 
events, it is bound to wear a suspicious appear- 
ance as more condacive to political onrest than 
to the dissemination of higher calture, its pro- 
fassed object. We do not allege that it has that 
character, but Mastapha Pasha Kamel, the 
cleverest agitator in Egypt, ia endeavouring to 
create belief that he and his restless associates 
are covertly operating the scheme. The “Times” 
correspondent at Cairo expresses misgiving 
that this new educational institation will, 
unless great care be taken, become much more 
pationalist than national, and so fall ander 
the control of influences inimical to British 
guidance. Apart from that grave objection, 
it is very doubtial whather the country really 
needs another University ; that of Al Azhar 
furnishes as much higher education as seems 
to be desired by the large mejority of the 
inhabitants. What they want ie, not so much 
deep learning as its appearance, with a view to 
meke commercial profit eat of the superficial 
show. In India, we have had plentifal proof of 
the miachief resulting from the maltiplication 
of Universities. The students regard the taking 
of a degree as the passport to Government 
employment, and when that reward does not 
fall to them, their bitter disappoia!ment at the 
waste of time and money saps their loyalty. 
That deplorable condition of affairs would be 
| sare to occar in Egypt if tha new University 
, Were associated, directly or indirectly, with the 
State. Happily, its promoters propose to raise

A RETROSPECT. 


The Bandmann Company hsva now left 
Cuiro after a series of most creditable perform- 
ances—to themselves, that is ; for we cannot 
say much for some of the plays. All the plays, 
except tor ‘The Little Michus,” are rather of 
the rag-bag, patchwork-qailt order, introducing 
songs and dances wherever seems most conven. 
ient ;. and one would really think that Mesers 
Hicks, Rubens, Sidney Joves, and the rest 
agre3 to make one vest stock of such items on 
which they draw, ay, ten per play. Bat, after 
all, it ia only masioal comedy, and some of it 
is not so bad. ot all 
. The best pieces, perhaps, were ‘The Spring 
Chicken,” ‘“! he Ran Away Girl,” and perhaps 
“Florodora.” ‘The Catch of the Season” and 
‘Sergeant Brae” are fatile efforts: ‘The 
Belle of New York” was too big for the troupe 
to handle, ‘The Earl and the Girl” and “A 
Chinese Honeymoon” were both so-ao, not 
much more. “Lady Madcap” is very alight, bat 
good of its kind. “The Geisha,” of conrse, we 
know these many years : it has prettier mnsic 
than the reat —except the ‘Michus’—but it is 
not-very wonderfal. “Aladdin” is all very well 
as pantomime, but it is rather “Anathema” 
from any other point of view. 

Still, taken altogether, the repertoire gave 
os a very fair twelve days’ amusement. 
Now for the company. The staging, scenery,and 
dresses.are quite good. The conducting varied 
a little. Mr. Warwick Mejor has great energy 
and undonbted ability, and he had a very 
ragged orchestra to handle ; bat now and again 
he seems to be a little hard on his performers, 
and disinolined to help them ‘ont svffiviently. 
Of course, with all musical comedy songs, great 
liberties are taken. Perhaps once or twice this 
was overdone; and then tha local orchestra 
probably did not expect it. As to encorer, we 
heard occasional objections that the Major did 
not always allow them when they eeemed 
justified, bat really we think encores are most 
unneceseary except when the audience really 
clamour for them. : 

Mr. Oole is the great man of the company. 
He enlivened the dallest. piece, and showed 
himre'f to be a born ocmedian in every way. 
Miss Corlass was slwaye delightful and danced 
charmingly. She can sing as well as any one, 
but as a rale she is too fond of "scamping” the 
note, so as to make some point or emphasize 
some word. She spoilt the “Tact”, song in 
“Plorodora” thereby. Bat that ehe has a voice, 
and a most sweet, true voice, she showed fu'ly 
in the St. Valentin in “The Michus.” That was 
the most exqnisite bit of music ot al) that we 
heard through the twelve pieces. Miss Corlass’s 
acting is slways good, thongh perhays a litt'e 
too antooratic in ‘The Geisha.” Mr, Attwel! 
and Miss Nina Leslie are the two “¢how” 
singers of tbe company. Miss Leslie bas a 
powaerfal, . well-trained, and sweet voice, and 
Mr. Attwell hos a very pleasing high baritone 
—hardly tevor—the tone, except for one or 
two upper notes, is distinctly. baritone and he 


uses it to advantage. He and Miss Leslie 


both “caught on” to the compass of the 
theatre at once. Miss Viorra is a very excell: 
ent little dancer, and she sings and acts well 
ap to her varions parts. Mr. Lester and Mr. 
Smith are both asefu', but there is a certain 
sameness and lack of originality in thoir 
acting ; thongh both of them did excellently 
in the “Michus.” ‘The reat of the company 
are quite good ; indeed one or two of them 
shonld have been given a better chanoe, 
notably Mr, Hayden and Miss Minnie Leslie. 
The chorus was very fair but not-always strong 
enongh for the theatre ; but then they were 
not at fall strength, How should: they be at 
the end of a two yeara’ tour } 

»To som up, they are a good, even a very 
good travelling company, snd their porfor- 
mances deserve all our gratitude for filliog so 
ably the rather dall period between the sum- 
mer and the season; that fortnight when Cairo 
is just rubbing its eyes preparatory to awaken- 
ing to the greater festivities of the winter. 


MODEL WORKSHOPS. 


In concluding his report upon the model 
workshops of Egypt, Johnson Pasha says :— 

As this is in all probability the lest report 
on the Model Workshops which I shall have 
the honour of presenting, I may be pardoned 
for expressing the hope that in the fatare the 
considerations which !ed to the adoption of & 
system, which I think 1 may say has proved 
successful, may not be forgotten or overlooked. 
The first and foremost of these consideraticns 
was that instenotion in the work of the hands 
should be through practice assistéd by theory, 
not through theory illastrated by practice. It 
is in vain that the brain may know how the 
hands should move, if the hands have not been 
trained to obey the brain. As the French pro- 
verb has it, ‘A forger on devient forgeron.” 

This principle with the stress and impnlse 
given to work, by actual compliance with 
orders given under what are praotioally ordi- 
nary trade conditions, are to my mind ithe 
essentiel points of the system. Details may 
and probab'y will be changed, and changed to 
‘ad ge, and doubtless many cevelopments 
may be possible and advantageous in the 
fatare, which were impossible when tho insti- 
tution was in its infancy, bat I trast tha under 
lying principles may be able to hold their 
own.

EGYPTIAN MUMMY TICKETS 


A long-neglected item of Egyptian anti- 
juities, specimens of which have Isin unnoticed 
in many collections, is that of the Greek and 
Demotic mummy labels. Professor Steindorf 
has pdited some, and M. Revilloot and Herr 
Krebs others at Paris and Berlin, and those in 
London have lately been pub'ished by Mr. 
H. R. Hell, M.A. 

The existence of these tickets is becaase the 
mammies, in order to reach the cemeteries 
selected for their interment, were frequently 
dispatehed by Nile boat to the necropolie, or 
sent from the place of decease by the same 
means of traneport to their relatives. These 
ghostly dahabeabs appear to have been 
freighted with collections of these mortal 
re'ics ; hence the individoal cadavers were 
liable to get mixed op, and so these oblong 
wooden tickets with their necessary identifica- 
tion inscriptions were securely tied to each 
mammy. The text aeually testified to the 
name of the defunct and that of his parents, 
and his sge, generallythe name of the place 
from which the individoal had been dispatched, 
and that to which he, or she, was consigned. 
The Greek labela mostly confine their writings 
to this, whilst Demotic ones add a prayer, or 
some religious phrases. 

Some tickets set forth that the fare had 
been forepaid,and the mommies of the wealthy 
had a papyros sent with them, some of which 
have been preserved, «xplaining fall parti 
colars, so that the deceased's name should be 
estrock «ff the tax liste, and to prevent deten- 
tion and perhaps less of the body. Someties 
the labels appear to have become detached 
from the members of the funereal cargo, for 
lawsovits are recorded concerning the disputed 
identity and conseq2ent right of possession to 
& mommy. 

Probably the relics of the rich had a boat 
to themselves, for the extant mummy labels 
nearly all belonged to members of the poorer 
classes, who to save expense bad to be shipped 
crowded together when a sofficient qoantity 
of mommies bad accumulated to make a com- 
plete cargo. The texte,Mr. Hall tells us, 
belong chietly to persons sach as tradesmen 
and bandicraftemen, and.as they woald it sach 
practices were popular in Egypt to-day, inclade 
dragomans aod interpreters.

All these antiquities date from the 
Roman era, from the conmencemeut of the 
second to the end of the fourth centary 


Cylinder Seals in Ancient Egypt. 

In the Agyptiaca notes last year reference 
was made tu the occurrence among antiquities 
of the early dynasties of cylinder seals similar 
to those so commonly osed in ancient Assyria, 
Babylonia, and Blam. These signets could only 
have the reliefs, or inscriptions, apon them 
impressed by rolling them apon moist clay, or 
wax, afd it was suggested that their mana- 
factore in Egypt was abandoned in a few 
centuries when the race who had introdaced 
this form of seal from Asia became merged 
with the native Egyptians. 

One cylinder, however, of so late a period as 
that of Rameses II, whose cartouche it bears, 
indicated the uee ata late date, bot it may 
have been graven in Syris. Recently at Tel el 
Yahoudieh Professor Petrie found a cylinder 
which we te'ieve he attributed to the 12th 
dynasty. It, doubtless, had been kept as a 
relic in some family for maoy generations to be 
finally deposited with a burial near Chabin el 
Karnata in the Delta. 

That the early dynasty cylinders were of 
Egyptian make i» iaterestingly illastrated by a 
relief from the Mastaba of Thy at Sakkara, one 
of the tombs of Memphite supremacy era, 
which was published a few weeks ago by 
Mr. Percy BE. Newbary ion the “Proceedings 
of the Society of Biblical Archwology.” It 
depicts a workman holding ove of thee 
cylincers in his hand—a specimen mach larger 
than those hitherto discovered in Ezypt—and 
apperently drilling it. The accompanying 
inscription arys “drilling @ cylinder seal by 
the seal maker.’’ Another workman stands by 
holding a large cylinder and what looks like a 
cord or metal loop for mounting one. The 
Egyptian word for seal maker, Professor 
Spiegelberg resds Khetemy, derived from 
Khetem, « seal, and he soggests that another 
word Khetemty, sealer, refers to a person 
eatitled to ase a seal. 


| Egyptian Treasures for London. 


Several important and interesting additions 
have recently been made to the Department of 
. Egyptian Antiqaities«f the British Museom.

There 
are also a nomber of libation altars of greea 
diorite and granite, containirg in re'iet repre- 
sntations of frait, geese, and bind quarters of 
oxen, which were thooght to be nécessary for 
the maintenance of the departed. On all these 
is the asual votive inscription praying that 
cepulchral meals may be given by the God 
O.iris {ur ever and ever. 

Prof. Golenisbeff, of St. Petersburg, has 
presented to the Maseam a cast of the famons 
seated figare of Amenemhat [., Bt. 2,200,

the Nile to Beni Hasan and bend your steps to 


the pit tombs of the sacred cats behind the 
ruins of the great temple of Bubastis, you may 
perchance catch sight of a living and elegant 
wild cat watching yoo from some rocky knoll, 
or, oblivious of yoor silent approach, fartively 
creeping toward a “‘trochilus’ by the riverside 
or stiffening ite mascles fora leap opon some 
toothsome hare or jerboa: In that lithe and 
eager beast, which seems so familiar, althouzh 
you have never seen it before, stands the 
parent of our ‘fire side sphinx.” It is the Egyp- 
tian, or Caffre, or Lybian, or gloved cat—for 
by so many names does l'elis libyoa go into 
our books and maseums. 

Ite habits aresimple. [t hants large'y by 
night, yet it is often seen abroad by day, catch- 
ing the various birds and small mammals of the 
desert. Anders»n, whose magnificent work on 
the zoology of Bgypt contains a portrait, repro- 
daced in colour in Mr. logersoll’s book, informs 
us that it “inhabits dry eitaations in rocks or 
wooded districts . . . . and lives in deep holes 
which extend underground for a considerable 
distance’ —holes dog by other animals. 

The cat is known all over the more open 
parts of Africa, and is so variable that formerly 
ceveral spe sifis names were given to its differ- 
evt phases. Hverywhere it seems to cross freely 
with — cats. 

So mach for the tamed cats of Egypt ; bat 
what. have they to do with oor own puss? 
Everything, for it now seems certain that she 
has come e to as from the same “little 
Ezyptian cats,” and even owes to them her 
pet name. The old, thoughtless notion was 
that they were simply tamed (Earopean) cats. 
People read in their trans'ations of the clases | 
of the “cats” of ancient Greece, and said t 
these had been domesticated before written 
history began, and bad become changed daring | 
the long cantories since they began to catch 
mice in the halls of Myke. 2 or between 
decks on the ships of Tarshisb. 

Bat carefal stadents began to foresse that 
this simple explanation would not soffice. Faith 
in it was disturbed in the first place by the 
criticiem that the Greek word ailaros had been 
improperly translated “cat.” Really, it meant 
the white breasted m:rten (Martes foina), which 
the early Greeks kept as a ratter, mach as we 
now employ its relative, the ferret, and they 
did not have any trae cat stall. Next, the 
anatomists found that there were ewantial and 
constant diffsrences as to certain bones and in 


| points of colon between the wild cats and the 


house cats of Earope, which could not be 
reconciled Then arch \logists began to collect 
mammied cats in E.ypt, whose bones, the 
avatomists told them, precisely agreed with 
those of the Egyp'ian wild cat (Felis libyca), 
and pistured evidence appeared that sach cate 
were domesticsted anciently along the Nile. 
At that time all Eorope was a savage wilder- 
ness except, perhaps, 
civilizstion ia Greece snd southern ‘Italy. 
Presently fossil remains turned op in Eogland 
and in Belgium, which bore closer resemb/ance 


to the Eyyptian than to the Boropean wild | 


cata, and examination revealed that the living 
wi'd cats of Sardinia and Tuscan Italy were 
not of the Enropean type, bat were (and sre) 
a Meliterranean variety of the Egyptian cat.

In King’s College, London, says the 
“Wall Strect Summary,” there has lately 
been exhibited a fragment which is believed 
to be a part of the Gnomal of Bpi- 
charmus, althoogh it is credited by some 
to Axiopistuse, which containg an announce- 
ment that, for a consideration, “phrases for 
nee On friend or foe, when speaking in courtor 
in the assemb'y, on a rascal, a gentleman, a 
strange’, a bolly, a drunkard, ora boor, may 
be obtained.” 

Since Epicharmus floarished between 540 
and 450 B.C, it will probsbly be news to the 
“originators” of modern advertisement writing 
to learn that the seductive art in which they 
claim perfection was, shperently, countenanced 
, lmost 2.500 years ago.
